This is the 
conclu sion 
of 
officials 
in 
Co lumbus 
and other cities where th*> fight u i>on 
the so-called money "shark s” has been 
k eenest. 
Before the cru sade began to 
drive ou t u nscru pu lou s money 
lend­ 
ers, the lowest rate of 
interest 
a* 
which a work ingman 
cou ld 
borrow 
money from a money lender averaged 
12b per cent a year. 
A man svell to 
do cou ld get all the money he wanted 
at the bank a t 6 per cent, bu t the 
man least able to pay interest wou ld 
be compelled to pay at least 2b times 
as mu ch 
In many cases the inter­ 
est charged the man who Imrrowed 
on his salary or on bis hou sehold 
fu rnitu re was as high as 5;H) per cent 
and this does not tak e into consider­ 
ation the nu merou s cases of extortion 
whereby the borrower was gi\eii new 
loans with which to pay old interest 
u ntil he was paying interest u pon in­ 
terest. 
Cases came to light wherein 
borrowers were compelled to pay back 
to the lender the am ou nt of the prin­ 
cipal many times over. 
Anyway the 
rates are now 
redu ced 
somewhat, 
thank s to the cru saders.

ed that on a $10 loan the borrower 
now "saves” $5, that is. is charged
